The  Dental 
game,  for  instance,  was  an  ideal  basket¬ 
ball  game.  If  we  could  only  get  a 
bunch  of  good  basketball  players  to 
leave  off  flunking  we  would  send  forth 
an  invincible  quintette  to  meet  the  en¬ 
emy.  We  have  now  one  of  the  best 
floors  in  the  Central  States;  if  some  of 
these  flunkers  come  across  with  the 
goods  we  can  have  a  team  with  the 
same  reputation  next  year. 

Baseball  seems  to  have  been  a  suc¬ 
cess  this  year.  The  scores  of  the 
leagues  show  that  some  mighty  good 
games  have  been  played.  The  /arsity 
scored  up  to  date  shows  four  games  won 
and  two  lost.  Rensselaer,  St.  Xavier's 
(2)  and  Kentland  were  their  victims; 
their  victors  v/ere  the  All  Stars  and  St. 
Philips.  There  still  remains  a  game  at 
home  with  St.  Philips,  which  every  one 
is  counting  on  winning.  There  is  more 
hitting  ability  on  the  Reps  this  year 
than  there  has  been  for  some  time  past.
